AUGER’S FATE 
IN HANDS OF 
JURY TODAY 


Former Member of Parlia- 
ment Facing Third 
Trial

OTTAWA, Jan. 29—The fate of | 
Louis M. Auger, former member of 
parliament for Prescott county, 
charged with committing a grave 
offence against 17-year-old Laurence 
Martel, of Hawkesbury, was to be 
placed today {n the hands of a jury 
for the third time in less than a year. 
Auger successfully appealed a nine- 
year penitentiary sentence meted out 
at his first trial. A jury disagreement 
ended his second trial. Evidence in 
the third trial before Mr, Justice 
Raney in Supreme Court of Ontario, 
occupied two days and today the case 
went to the jury following the ad- 
dresses of crown and defence counsel 
and the summing up by His Lordship.

Capt. N. G, Duckett who has been loaned to Canada by the war 
office to mechanize the horse artillery at Kingston, will deliver an address 
on the “Rigid Six-Wheeler” and then it will do its stuff over the hills and 
cliffs of Rockcliffe.

Premier Tardieu of France and For- 
eign Minister Grandi of Italy. The} 
French delegation expects to lay be- 
tore the conference the French plan 
for limiting fleets by the global or 
total tonnage system 

With Premier Tardieu and Foreign 
Minister Grandi discussing their dif- 
ferences on the conference floor there 
is said tc be more hope for progress | 
in the work of troning out the Medi- 
terranean naval problem. But if dis- 
agteement persists a commitice will 
be established on Thursday to carry 
on negotiations while the conference 
itsolf gets on with cruisers, battle- 
ships or whatever else is pushed for- 
ward on the agenda. 

Thts commitice is a steering com- 
mittee of the five delegation chief 
and one other member from each, and 
will bring the different subjects to 
the agenda for conference discussion 
as the delegates ask for them 

The United States hopes soon to 
bring the cruiser problem into the 
negotiations. 

This is the part of the work that | 
particularly interests the United 
States delegation and the Japanese, 
who have stood a little to one side| 
during the discussion of Franco-Ital- 
jan parity because it is a peculiarly 
European problem. Secretary Stimson 
assured a wide audience for the 
cruiser discussion, when it comes up 
by carrying a proposal for opening 
the conference to as many newspaper- 
men as possible. It was agreed that 78 
reporters should be accommodated at 
the meeting. 

Secretary Stimson i a _ speech 
broadcast to America Tuesday sketch- 
ed the hopes of the conference. Mr 
Stimson defined these as elimination 
of competition in the building of 
cruisers and destroyers, the abolitic 
or limitation of submarines, and Gran | 
tic savings on battleship expenditures 

Unless the battleship programme is 
reduced, he said. the United States 
wil be faeed with the expenditure of 
$300,000,000 on these war vessels alone 
during the next six years Another 
such sum would be necessary for the 
following six years.

Use Chemicals 


To Break Ice

NEW YORK, N.Y., Jan. 29—Dr. 
Howard T. Barnes, of McGill Uni- 
versity has suggested that chemi- 
cals might be used to hasten the 
break-up of the South Polar ice 
pack if Admiral Byrd desired it. The 
work would be done, Prof. 
said, by forcing one vital break in 
the pack at a key point and the 
manoeuvring an actaal shifting of 
the ice mass. Dr, Barnes said that 
if Admiral Byrd felt “our services, 
can be used” he would offer him- 
self for the work and would “pro- 
ceed with materials and men to the 
scene with all possible speed.

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WHERE TO BEGIN 


No better way to start a civic improve- ; | 


ment program under a broad town plan- | 
ning scheme could be found than to se- | 
cure the transformation into an attractive 
little park of the present disreputable out- , 
look trom the main entrance to the Mac- | 
donald hotel. With both the National | 
Railways and the Dominion Government | 
favorable to that proposal, the scheme | 
could almost certainly be put through 
without any cost to the city beyond the 
expenditure of a little diplomatic effort on 
the part of the city council. 

If Edmonton does not care whether 
that improvement is made, or does not of- 
ficially say so, what warrant would the 
management of the National Railways 
have to spend public money to secure the 
necessary property, or what warrant | 
would the Dominion Government have to 
consent to the National management do- 
ing so? As the mafter stands, all that | 
seems to be necessary is that the city | 
council should back up, and thus publicly | 
justify, the proposition which originated | 
with Sir Henry Thorfton and Premier 
King. If council will not do that, what is | 
the use expecting either Sir. Henry or the | 
Dominion Government to take the respon- 
sibility of effecting this improvement? 


RESEARCH WORK IN ALBERTA 


Alberta figures very prominently in a 
special “Industrial Research Number’ is- 
sued by Industrial Canada, the official 
publication of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers' Association. Dr. Allan E. Cameron 
contributes a review of the work of the 
Alberta Research Council, Dr. Whitby of 
the National Research laboratories writes 
on the effort that is being made to find 
a means of stopping the waste of natural 
gas, the development of the McMurray 
tar sands is the subject of another arti- 
cle, while Professor Ottewell deals with | 
“The growing pains of Canadian agricul- 
ture.” 

The attention that is thus given to 
this province in a national survey of re- 
search work indicates how wide a field for 
scientific investigation is opened up by the 
varied resources of Alberta, and how ac- | 
tively inquiry is already being prosecuted 
along many lines. This publicity will be 
of very real value in making Alberta bet- 
ter known all over the Dominion, while | 
the information contained in the various | 
articles will be of particular interest to , 
residents of the province. Alberta is in- | 
debted to the contributors, and to Indus- 
trial Canada, for the services thus ren- 
dered. 


THE LEGISLATURE 


It is a safe surmise that the chief item 
on the program of the session of the legis- 
lature which opens tomorrow will be the 
making of preliminary arrangements for 
taking over the control of the natural re- 
sources, To implement the bargain that | 
has been made, «concurrent legislation 
will have to be passed by the legislature | 
and the Dominion parliament. Policies 
will have to be decided upon as to the way 
in which wild lands, timber, minerals and | 
other resources are to be brought under | 
development, and the terms and conditions 
upon which these may pass to private | 
ownership. Legislation will have to be 
enacted to translate these policies into | 
regulations and to provide a basis for ad- 
ministrative action in regard to them. Any 
reorganization and enlargement of the 
Government that is to be made in conse- 
quence of the assumption of these new 
and heavy responsibilities will no doubt be 
announced, and the required legislation 
oassed. 

The transfer of the resources to pro- 
vincial control creates an entirely new 
situation, and has a bearing on every 
branch of governmental activities. No 
orevious session of an Alberta legislature, 
save the first, can rank in importance 
with that which opens tomorrow. The out- 
look is that the sitting will be long and 
strenuous. The volume of routine busi- 
ness will no doubt be as large as usual. 
And as this is the fourth session of the 

ture, with an election in reasonable 
prospect during the year, there will be 
the common disposition on the part of all 
parties to develope the platforms upon 
which they will appeal to the public. It is 
well for these reasons that the session has 
been called early. Even so, unless the 
members get down promptly to business, 
it is likely to extend beyond the usual 


time for prorogation. In the circum- 
stances it is to be hoped that the rhetori- 
cal impulse may be restrained during the 
early stages.

The world-wide discussion of the League of 
Nations on the occasion of its official birthday. to 
which I referred yesterday, brougi vividly back the 
stress and storm that raged around the head of Wood- 
row Wilson during the immediate post-war months. 

: People everywhere can now 
take a little less emotional look 
at the man who lite:ally gave his 
thought and his life to the 
launching of the League. 

Even the most ardent Wilson- 
ian can hardly contend that the 
treaty in which Mr. Wilson con- 
curred followed faithfully the 
crystal idealism he_ preached 

2 with such passion and power in 
the tense and terrible days of the 
war, 

Mr. Wilson concurred in many treaty provisions 
that bore the supicious ear-marks of the old states- 
manship 

He will stand or fall in history upon the fact that, 
included in a treaty that was, to a significant degree, 
the product of the old statesmanship, there was an 
instrument—the League—that gave the new states- 
manship its opportunity for the future. 

Whatever may have been Mr. Wilson's backslidings 
in treaty details, it is indisputable, I think, that it 
wos his devotion to the principles of the new states- 
manship that wove the League covenant into a treaty 
that contradicted many of the League's essential aims. 

How shall we account for this paradox in the life 
of this picturesque political prophet? 

Apparently Mr. Wilson compromised principle after 
proinciple in order to get the League into the treaty, 
on the theory that, since it was impossible to get a 
thoroughly good treaty at the time, it would be better 
to get an imperfect treaty plus an _ international 
agency that might in time correct the world situation 
than to give up the ghost and, withdrawing into a 
delusive isolation, leave the way open for a purely im- 
perialistic peace unmitigated by any new international 
machinery that might later be captured by liberal 
forces and turned to constructive account, 

In doing this Mr. Wikon made a courageous 
gamble.

The rush hour has become 

the symbol of American life, of the 
frantic side of it at all events. 


As the suburban train stops or the 
ferryboat lands, the passengers begin 
to sprint; rush’ng and crowding in 
the subways, charging for the express 
trains in a mad atiack of taxi-mania. 
Then the hi ing whirl of machinery 
from sledge hammer to typewriter, 
the crowded aisles of shoppers, elevat- 
ing and esculating from floor to floor. 
At last a break in the day's occupa- 
tion that !s known as the lunch hour. | 
But again a quick lunch with the | 
Satellites of the great god Tax! in| 
charge Shouting of orders, scram- 
bling for places, clatter and din, the 
gap of recreation worse than the stress 
of occupation. Yet that is the pace 
for quice too many millins. And even 
thse who don’t live in it, live by !t. 

It isn't the worship of a false god, 
so much as the pursuit, extreme and 
irrational, of a worth-while value that 
makes people lose their heads in a 
senseless specd mania. They are pay- 
ing for it more than it is worth, Phey 
are not counting the costs in shat- 
tered nerves, ruined digestion, loss of 
peace of mind They hurry to save 
tme, and when it is saved they are 
too tired to do anything with it. 

Certainly an alert, eager, active, 
fully alive kind of life is to be pre- 
ferred to a dull, slow, lagging cxist- 
ence. We can go far to choose the |

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pace at which we shall live—and a 
fairly quick a is best for the daily 
march, Dawdling and idling have 
their own dangers, and there is 
enough temptation to loaf and lie 
down on the job. But there are other 
gods than Taxi and many things that 
can't be done well in a hurry, That 
doesn't apply alone to the people who 
get flustered and confused when push- 
ed. It means that speed is to be 
subordinated to things more valuable, 
such as quality, accuracy and intelli- 
gence in the work. You can't do good 
work with speed too much on the 
mind. 

What it all amounts to is the de- 
éirable rhythm = of living, living 
neither at too fast nor too slow a 
pace; and there's more than a pace 
to a life; there’s a program and a 
perspective. The parts of it, the sev- 
eral needs of it, fit in to a picture, 
which may be simple, as it is for the 
most of us, or complex for those with 
many responsibilities of whatever 
order, personal or professional, But 
at bottom all lives have the same 
patterns of satisfaction and must live 
according to common rules to live 
sanely and well; otherwise: there could 
be no such art as menta) hygiene, 

When the patterns of work set the 
pace and that pace is not wisely set, 
it may become the pace that kills or 
at least maims, or crowds out the 
possibilities of bigger and better liv. 
ing That is where the great god 
Taxi becomes a ere calf, worship- 
ped not wisely but too intensively. 
Speed makes for quantity, for size of 
output and leaves out the quality and 
the worth of it, Recreation, thought, 
don’t go by the clock; you can’t have 
a@ good time by the hour, nor think 
by the same schedule, 

Speed is a limited factor, bound 
to assert itself in a mechanical age.

Strangely d’Esterre missed, while 
O'Connell’s bullet passed through both 
the Freschman’s thighs, an inch above 
the hip. He died three days later 
from loss of blood, 

Returning from the duel, O'Connell 


also was challenged by Benjamin Dis- 
raeli, but the police interfered and 
the would-be combatants were “bound 
over to keep the peace.”
